E. P. Dole of Hawaii denies that he had any knowledge of ihe newly 
discovered shortage of $2,377.85, as reported by the Hawaiian Legis- 
lature House Committee on Public Expenditures.

report, stating that the shortage in question was known to the Governor, 
Attorney General and Superintendent of Public Works, and no action 
was taken, is stated by the former Attorney General to be untrue as i far 
as he is concerned."

Winston Railroad MIL Acbi authoris- 
ed the removal of the ;cla«»e which con- 
tained steam as a motive power in the 
streets of Honolulu.

Senator Paris''was in favor of having 


an electrical Inspector If wires and 
poles- were to be erected-in the street* 
for the use of the proposed railroad 
company.. Senator C.- Brown said the 
Mutual Telephone Company has made 
an estimate for placing its wires un- 
derground and It would cost $180,000, 
which would wipe out the company. 
Dickey said lie did not know It was 
such a big expense to put wires un- 
derground, arid : although he was., one 
of the committee that, recommended: the 
wires being put .underground, he was 
now: willing to vote. against his own 
recommendation. -Baldwin -said he did 
not want to. drive through Honolulu's 
streets and run up. against a-steam 
locomotive. The Senate finally agreed 
to have the road operated by electrici- 
ty, which .win give the, company the" 
basis for establishing a new electric 
street railway, if the bm pisses, 
Senator .McCandless wanted to know 


whether, the Oahn Hallway, would-draw 
the $3500 subsidy per mile if tifiey. con- 
structed all their railroad to Kooiauloa 
before November, 1903. 


Senator &, .Brown said that the Oahn 


Railway «tDI reserved the. right under 
Ks exclusive franchise to construct ita 
track into Kooiauloa, if done before 
November, 1908, which would -stop the 
Winston road at the -head of Kallhl 
Valley. He thought a provision should 
be Inserted to protect the Oaha Rao- 
way's interests. 


Senator Baldwin wanted to know 


what assurance there' was that the 
proposed road would build more than 
three miles which gave them the right 
to be exempt from taxes. 


Dickey said that the Oaha Railway 


was a pioneer railroad in the Hawai- 
ian Islands whereas the new company 
ira* not The.first company began an- • 
der difficulties. He did not know that 
railroads on the other islands were ex- 
empt from J« Tattoo. 


MeCandless said If the Oabu Railway 


extended its lines to Kooiauloa before 
November, 1903, it would, to use his 
own word*, "wipe me out," and the 
new company would be unable to con- 
itruct its proposed road. 


The Senate then voted for fifteen 
ywa exemption ot taxes.

DANGER FROM CANE DISEASE. 
The imminent danger from diseases 


of plants, is illustrated by -tHe state- 
ment- of Director Eckart, .indicating 
that the fatal Sereh, which is doln)c 
so muchMamage in Java, was brought 
to Hawaii three .years ago/ in cane 
from Fiji. As it developed In a plat of 
ground which was isolated at toe Ex- 
periment Station, as soon 'as iit wa« 
found the cane was entirely destroyed 
and the disease stamped out, 


No better illustration of 'the great 


danger to agriculture from the* impor- 
tation of plants could be had. There is 
no more careful scrutiny of. plants pos- 
sible than that given to the samples of 
cane brought here before they are giv- 
en a chance to get into the fields of 
the Territory. And yet thfr <cUaea*ei 
which of all others is counted deadly, 
did get in and was stamped'- out be- 
cause It was localized, and. had no op- 
portunity to spread. 


Tbe importance of a stringent Quar- 


antine law cannot be overestimated 
and the energies of the Agriculture 
Committee of the House, to whleh'.the 
problem is now passed up, wfll be well 
employed in framing a law 'which will 
give to agriculture, the single Industry 
of the Territory, full protection.
